A Bad Start. 


As every dog is entitled to one bite, 
we report at some length the first meeting 
of the new Corporation of Greater Dublin. 
The citizens will read the report with 
sinking hearts. They had become accus- 
tomed to a civic administration which was 
conducted without friction, without self- 
advertisement and without noise. During 
the last six years the three Commissioners 
transacted the city’s business not only 
admirably, but laconicaily, and the length 
of the newspaper paragraphs which 
announced their work was in inverse 
proportion to its magnitude and value. 
To-day quanta mutatio rerum! It is 
already manifest that—-unless somebody 
puts down a very strong foot—the new 
Corporation will be the spiritual successor 
of the old. We had feared that, despite 
the honest intention of many successful 
candidates, politics could not be kept out 
of the enlarged Council, and our fear 
seems to be justified. The Fianna “Fáil 
members are impenitent politicians.

Silent Sufferers. 

The Lord Chancellor of England, in 
his welcome to Sir William Phené Neal, 
the new Lord Mayor-elect of London, 
touched upon an aspect of. unemployment 
which we are often prone to forget. 
Democracy, in times of trouble, appears 
ito ‘be on the side of the big battalions. 
| Organised labour can, and does, make 
itself heard, with the result that such 
remedial! legislation as is possible is based 
upon its needs. The trade unions have 
robtained from industry the dole, which, 
if it does not bring comfort, at least 


pleted its examination of form of 
commercial treaty, and discussed 


system of communication and consultation 


enables its recipients to hold up their 
heads among their fellows who have been 
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in the testn’ of ‘every difficulty. disin- 
élination to obtain something for nothing, 
are penalised, because they do not control 
a block of votes at the polling booths. 
Moreover, it is not their way to levy 
blackmail upon the public in the form of 
general strikes. Cynics may aver that they 
make a virtue of necessity, but such a view 
may not be entertained. Lord Sankey re- 
ferred especially to three professions— 
lawyers, doctors and ministers of religion. 
One of these, by concerted, action, could 
bully its fellow-citizens to an extent that 
no combination of trade unions could hope 
to achieve. A strike of the medical pro- 
fession, perhaps the best organised in the 
world, defeats the imagination, but, of 
course, no such thing will happen. 

The professional classes have been reared 
in a tradition of public service which for- 
bids them to take charity as it forbids them 
to withdraw their labours. All that they 
ask is that they shall not be handicapped 
by unfair taxation and restrictions in their 
efforts to support themselves and their 
families. . “ It is difficult always to be ex- 
horting them to be patient,’’ said Lord 
Sankey. Indeed, the Lord Chancellor was 
right ; but, fortunately, the ‘‘ old Roman”’ 
spirit scarcely needs the exhortation. The 
danger lies in its inevitable extinction, 
unless the present policy, which crushes it 
beneath the upper millstone of high finance 
and the nether millstone of the dole, is 
modified without delay. No country can 
flourish if its professions are in the hands 
of men to whom, in their collective out- 
look, the common weal is less important 
than self-interest. Yet this unhappy state 
appears to be the logical end of democracy 


Government. Lord Sankey timed his 
moment well when he selected the Royal 
approval of Sir William Phené Neal’s elec- 
tion as a suitable occasion for his remarks. 
The Lord Mayor of London is the incarna- 
tion of citizenship, and it is to citizenship 
that an appeal on behalf of those who are 
suffering for its ideal ought to be made. 
“ The time has come ’’—we quote the con- 
clusion of Lord Sankey’s address—‘‘ when 
discussion must give place to, and result 
in, action.” Such action ought to take the 
form of a simple recognition of an age-old 
truth. ‘‘ No work, no recompense,’’ may 
be a hard saying; but, unless England 
ceases soon to mulct the industrious and 
reward the disciples of ‘‘ ca’ canny ” and 
“ limited output,”’ she is doomed. 


Amateur Status. 


We venture to doubt whether the Inter- 
national Olympic Committee’s recent 
apotheosis of the amateur status really 
will be in the best interest of international 
sport. On a motion by M. Frantz-Reichel, 
the French representative on the Com- 
mittee (says the Paris Correspondent of 
the Morning Post), it has been resolved 
that any person who is, or has been, a 
professional in any branch of sport shall 
be forbidden to take part in the Games, 
and—a significant move—‘‘ that any person 
who accepts compensation for the salary 
or wages lost through participation in the 
Olympic Games shall be disqualified from 
participation.’’ With the first clause of 
this resolution we have no quarrel, but it 
seems inevitable that the second will lead 
not only to abuse, but to a lowering of the 
Olympic standard. We believe in the 
amateur as the corner-stone of the whole 
fabric of athletics, but we maintain with 
equal conviction that the time of 
purely amateur contests between the 
nations has passed. International meet- 
ings have acquired an enormous influence 
over the public mind—an influence wholly 
disproportionate to their real significance 
—and, since such is the way of mankind, 
their results have no small effect on a 
nation’s self-esteem, So long as this 
tendency prevails, it is a nation’s duty to 
support its athletic honour with its best 
representatives. The new decision will 
debar every athlete, save those in easy 
circumstances, from competition ; and, since 
the rule applies with the same stringency 
to all countries, it seems to follow that the 
wealthiest and most populous nation 
stands an overwhelming chance of victory. 
In any event, when entry is denied to a 
large section of every people, we must con- 
clude that fewer and fewer “ records ” wil] 


be surpassed or maintained at the Olympic 
Games. 


The First Bradshaw. 


The centenary celebrations of the rail- 
way have produced a host of interesting 
and amusing relics, but among such relics 
none strikes a note of deeper intimacy 
than the first edition of “Bradshaw,” a 
copy of which was produced at a centenary 
dinner on Monday night. At its worst a 
railway guide is an uninspired collocation 
of names and figures, though, doubtless, 
to the eye of imagination its potentialities 
are engless. Yet from our standpoint, 
ninety years further on, we can find much 
to whet our sense of superiority in this 
little volume of thirty-seven pages. It 
tells, for instance, that the journey from 
London to Birmingham occupied 54 hours 
—was this so mean a speed for 18401— 
and details the greater and less advantages 
from the point of view of comfort—poor 
at their best—that could be obtained by 
a greater or less expenditure of money. 
We respond with envy when we read that 
“ no gratuities are to be given under any 
circumstances to servants of the com- 
pany,’ but the warning that “no 
smoking is allowed at stations ” does some- 
thing to restore our complacency with the 
present. The booklet recalls to us the days 
when passengers would jump from the 
train in pursuit of their hate—the days 
when a coster challenged an express to 
race his donkey, and the donkey won. Yet 
we cannot forbear to envy those English- 
men of 1840 who pored over this little 
“Bradshaw.” They seem to have 
possessed a capacity for interest and 
wonder that our more weary age lacks. 
What invention of modern times has 
aroused one half of the varying emotion 
that the primitive railway train aroused 
in those days? To them a speed of twenty 
miles an hour was monstrous, terrifying 
and abominable. To us a speed of 240 
is merely a new “' record.”’

Russian Wheat. 


The wholesale ‘‘ dumping”’ of wheat and 
other cereals grown in Russia is alarming 
farmers. all over England; for it is now 
apparent that, if the dumping continues 
much ' longer, many thousands of farmers 
and farm-hands will be affected gravely. 
That the Soviet Government intends the 
export of wheat to continug is shown by 
the fact that a number. of ice-breakers are 
being held in readiness for use in the 
Baltic in case the ice forbids ships to 
leave the ports. With a clear sea the 
Russian shipper will continue to send 
wheat until anuary. The wheat. shipped 
from South Russia during August and 
September amounted to 2, 300,000 quarters, 
a quantity which in pre-war days would 
have been considered reasonably large. Iu 
the meanwhile continental’ newspapers 
declare that an acute famine is expected 
throughout European Russia during the 
coming winter, and that ration books are 
being prepared. : 


The Women’s Vote. 


The new register of voters. will come 
into operation to-morrow, when it will be 
seen at there are” now 1,362,205 more 
women voters than men. In London 
boroughs the excess is 262,564, while in 
South Paddington—the constituency where 
a by-election 1s due—the electors on the 
new roll number 20,052 men and 32,155 
women. The City of London is the only 
constituency in the metropolis that 
contains. more men than women: electors, 
but the excess is small; for, while the 
men number 25,196, the women are 21,275, 
In South Kensington: the women out- 
number the men by more than two to 
one—the figures are 48,410 women and 
In outer London there are a 
few constituencies, such as Walthamstow, 
Silvertown and South-Eastern Fsséx, 
where the males are in excess of the 
female voters; but in all other places the 
women voters are much the stronger. 


More Officials. 


Under the provisions of the Road Trafhe 
Act there will be twelve licensing areas, 
every one of which will be under the con- 
trol of an Area Commissioner, and appli- 
cations for these posts are pouring in to 
the Ministry of Transport at such a rate 
that a whole room has been allotted to 
consideration of them. The posts carry an 
annual salary of £1,000, and applicants 
include solicitors, accountants, and. retired 
officers of the Navy, Army, Air Force and 
police. Mr. Herbert Morrison, having 
announced that he will make the appoint- 
ments on merit only, will devote his atten- 
tion to the selecticn now that he has re- 
turned to Whitehall. In addition to the 
twelve Area Commissioners, there will be 
more than three hundred officials who will 
act as examiners of public service vehicles, 
The Prince’s Mission. \ 

When the Prince of Wales sets out in 
the spring to visit the British Empire 
Trade Exhibition at Buenos Ayres, he will 
probably pay visits to other South 
American Republics in addition to the 
Argentine. The Prince will leave London 
in February, and will spend some weeks 
in South America before ‘the opening of 
the exhibition ; during this time he will 
visit Chili and Brazil, if all is quiet in 
these countries. Prince George may 
accompany his brother on the journey, 
though no decision has been reached yet 
on this point, but it is known that the 
young Prince greatly enjoys a sigh*- 
seeing tour. 


Olympia. 


The West End is filling up for the 
Motor Show, and it is reported that the 
hotels have been very successful in their 
bookings from the country. The show now 
has taken the place of the Cattle Show as 
an attraction for country people, but the 
old practice whereby it became a pretext 
for a general junketing still prevails. The 
refusal of the Society of Motor Manufac- 
turers and Traders to allow agents to 
appear on the stands of their companies 
at Olympia has made a considerable diffe r- 
ence, however; for there were so many 
agents, and they were distributed so well, 
that they became entertainment centres in 
themselves. To-day the agent is less in 
evidence ; for the distributing side of the 
motor industry is organised better than 
it was, and the agents are acquainted with 
the new models for weeks before they are 
shown at Olympia. 


Building Regulations. 


A very important move towards co- 
operation in scientific research between the 
Government and the steel industry has 
resulted in the Steel Structures Research 
Committee, which will hold a conference 
at the Institute of Civil Engineering on 
Thursday. Sir Clement Hindley, Chair- 
man of the Committee, who will preside, 
states that many efforts are being made 
to bring about changes in building regula- 
tions so as to permit more economical and 
scientific methods in design and con- 
struction. The object of the Conference 
is to bring together the representatives of 
the building authorities throughout the 
country and to inform them of the work 
beiny done by the Committee. The Con 
ference will be attended by scientific and 

rofessional bodies, and Sir Clement 

indley ho that representatives from 
the various Dominions will take advantage 
of the opportunity to maintain contact 
with developments in building practice in 
this country.

SHIP. 


UNION CASTLE LINE’S 
ENTERPRISE,

The 20,000-ton twin screw Union Castle 
motor ship Winchester Castile, a Harland and 
Wolff masterpicce, has reached Southampton, 
where she will prepare for her maiden voyage 
to Cape Town on October 34. 

Nearly 200 guests travelled on the vessel 
from Belfast, and the general opinion ex- 
ressed during the voyage was that the 
inchester Castle is a ship of which the 
owners and the builders may well be proud.
